His 
client, he said, is leaving in a day or 
two for Birmingham, his former home 
to pay a brief visit to relatives there 
and expects to return to Atlanta in a

Ellis, true to his promise, arrived 
in Atlanta and immediately pleaded 
guilty to the charges in the state courts 
and paid his fine of $5,000.

First, the one who at- 
tempts by any means eat hand to en- 
force his will’ against the interest of 
the people, and, second, the one who 
likewise enforces the interest of the 
people against the will of others. 

It is generally admitted that Mys- 
solini is courageous, sincere and 
patriotic, but it is not so generally 
recognized that he has shown him- 
self capable of being taught by events. 
He impulsively announced that the 
Corfu incident was a family affair 
between Greece and Italy, independent 
of the league of nations, but he had 
the good judgment to repeal this de- 
cision, recognizing his country’s obli- 
gation to the league and thus show- 
ing a decent respect for the opinions 
of mankind. A _ dictator who can 
learn, ‘a dictator who has_ second 
thoughts, a dictator who can take ad. 
vice, falls far short of the “tyranical 
dominance which we associate with 
the word. The taking of the oath 
to the- king by the fascisti as an or- 
ganization minimizes any fear of a 
revolution against the House of Savoy, 
which was never stronger than now 
in the favor of the Italian people.

Under the Turkish khedives, Egypt 
gradually had extended her influence 
the Sudan until, in 1882, Egypt 
controlled that vast area. In that 
year the fanatic Nahdi, who claimed 
that he could not be killed and 
seemed to prove it by his feats 
against the Egyptians, led a _ revolt 
that made him ruler of the Sudan. He 
was a tyrant. His successor, the 
khalifa, was even worse. 

A Bfritish army helped Egypt turn 
the khalifa out, and in 1899 an Anglo- 
Egyptian agreement was made pro- 
viding for joint rule of the Sudan, 
the use of both Egyptian and British 
flags and the administration of the 
area by a governor general appointed 
by Egypt and approved by Great 
Britain. 

The governors general have all been 
English officers. As the significance 
of British contro] of the headwaters 
of the Nile became apparent in Egypt. 
efforts began to alter the agreement, 
but without result.

By deflecting Nile water to hither- 
to unwatered lands in the Sudan, 
Great Britain could bring instant 
drouth to Egypt. Regardless of po.

May Make Concessions. 

Premier Baldwin hopes that the 
Egyptian crisis will, pass with the 
formation of a cabinet by Ziwar 
Pasha, who now is endeavoring to 
complete a government, If Ziwar 
succeeds in forming a ministry of 
moderates, it is authoritatively stated 
that he will have complete British 
support and that the present restric- 
tions in Cairo will be relaxed. Great 
Britain will insist on full compli- 
ance with her demands, but it is 
intimated that concessions may be 
made in connection with the irriga- 
tion of the Sudan if the present 
British optimism on Ziwar’s appoint- 
ment proves justified. 

There is no immediate intention to 
impose martial law in Egypt. Great 
Britain realizes that the entire coun- 
try is a tinder lox. Lord Allenby, 
however, is authorized to take such 
measures as appear necessary. 

Suggestions, apparently from 
French official sources, that adjudi- 
cation of the Anglo-Egyptian tronble 
is a matter for the league of nations 
have been met with freezing sflence. 

Great Britain regards the present 
situation as a private fight and of- 
ficial spokesmen are frank in atating 
that no one shall be permitted to in- 
tervene. 


Compare U. S. Action. ‘ 


Regarding criticism of the British 
measures appearing in some United 
States newspapers, an official spokes- 
man maintained that the British ac- 
tion toward Egypt is not even com- 
parable to that of President Wilson 
against the Huerta regime in Mexico 
in 1916. ' 

Dissatisfaction with the regime of 
former Premier Zaghlul Pasha has 
persuaded the conservative govern- 
ment to intervene in Egypt even be- 
fore the murder of the sirdar, it is 
authoritatively stated. The English 
objections had to do with Zaghlul’s 
attitude toward foreign interests in 
Egypt and particularly toward Brit- 
ons. 

The government frankly admits its 
pleasure at the passing of Zaghlul 
from the official Egyptian picture. 
At the same time, Ziwar Pasha is 
being praised here for his. past rec- 
ord of moderation. It is on the sue- 
cess of Ziwar's efforts to form a mod- 
erate ministry that Great Britain is 
depending to avert serious and per- 
haps bloody disturbances in Béypt.

— The question 

whether the Anglo-Egyptian  differ- 

ey -os will eventually find their way 


before the league of nations is caus-| 


ing considerable interested speculation 
in Geneva today. 

The league council will meet 
Rome early in December. 

Under the covenant of the league, 
a. member of that world organiza- 
tion has the right to bring the gsub- 
ject to the attention of the league 
council, if it deems the question 
thre:tens the maintenance of peace 
or good relations. Moreover, prece- 
dent gives Egypt the privilege of 
making an appeal to the league, as 
any memorial recived from her, de- 
spite the fact that she is not a mem- 
ber of the league, would be distributed 
among the members of the council. 

This precedent was established 
when last year Turkey, a non-mem- 
ber of the league, wrote to the secre- 
tariat, alleging that Greece was not 
fairly fulfilling the provisions of the 
convention for the compulsory ex- 
change of populations and asked the 
council to consider the matter. 

The prevailing opinion here today 
is that Great Britain would find it 
difficult to avoid a discussion, should 
Egypt make a move towards an in- 
quiry by the league, 

Dr. Mohammed Guindy, Egyptian 
delegate to the opium conference, said 
today he had received no informa- 
tion from his go-ernment concerning 
a possible appeal to the league. Per-

SOLUTION OF TROUBLE 
NOW SEEMS IN SIGHT. 


London, November 24.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A solution of the 
Egyptian trouble, which appeared ob- 
vious from the outset, provided an al- 
ternative government to that of Pre- 
mier Zagloul Pasha could be found, 
which many persons doubted owing to 
the tremendous hold Zagloul has upon 
his people and parliament, now seems 
in sight. 

Having complied with those of the 
British demands in connection with the 
assassination of Major General Sir Lee 
Oliver Stack, the sirdar, which his 
government considered justifiable as 
satisfaction for the murder, while re- 
jecting: those he regarded as unjusti- 
fiable, Zagloul has resigned, in order, 
as he himself explained it, to avoid 
exposing his country to further dan- 
gers arising from the deplorable crime. 

This is taken to mean that the new 
Egyptian cabinet will be in a position 
to yield still further to the British 
demands without suffering loss of pres- 
tige, which similar action on the part 
of Zagloul would have entailed. Thus 
far the situation sensibly has eased 
and the British government now is dis- 
posed to hold its hand for further de- 
velopments. : 


NEW GOVERNMENT 
TAKES OVER CONTROL. 

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Cairo, Egypt, November 24.—A new 
government, headed by Zirwar Pasha, 
president of the senate, has taken con- 
trol in Egypt. 

Zaglou!l Pasha, having complied with 
the British demands as far as he 
deemed expedient—an apology, the 
payment of an indemnity, and the 
promise to punish the assassins of Sir 
Lee Stack, sirdar of the Egyptian 
army—withdrew from the premiership 
and his resignation immediately was 
accepted by King Faud. 

Zirwar Pasha also takes the office 
of foreign affairs, until it is known 
whether Ahmed Sulficar Pasha, min- 
ister at Rome, to whom the portfolio 
has been offered, will accept. 

Zagioul Explains Course. 

On the assembling of the chamber 
this evening the former premier,. Zag- 
loul Pasha. received an ovation. He 
annonneed he had tendered his resigna- 
tion on receipt of Viscount Allenby’s 
note on November 22, but the king 
asked him to reconsider his decision. 
When he was notified today of the 
seizure of the customs by the British 
he informed the king that he would do 
evervthing for him except remain in 
power. His majesty. he said, had en- 
deavored to deal with the critical sit- 
uation arising from the deplorable 
crime, but Bgypt would probably be 
exposed to dangers which could be 
avoided by the enbinet’s resignation. 

Zagloul exhorted the*nation to pre- 
serve the utmost calm in these anxious 
times and promised to support the new 
government. 

Opposition speakers attacked Zaz- 
loul, accusing him of weakness and 
failure to protect the country’s dig- 
nity against Great Britain's onslaught. 

Protest Motions Made. 

Various motions from both opposi- 
tion. members and supporters of the 
former premier were proposed. 
were mainly to the effect that the 
Egyptian parliament protest to all 
parliaments and to the League of Na- 
tions aaginst the British action. The 
chamber adjourned until the new min- 
istry was completed. after appointing 
a committee to examine these motions. 

One hundred British marines were 
landed today at Alexandria and oc- 
eupied the customs. This action, how- 
ever, did not interfere with ordinary 


business, and all remains quiet.

er Cobb practiced pitching. He would 
work with the catcher for half an 
hour or more, generally more. And 
while he worked Cobb pitched twice 
as many balls as any regular pitcher 
would in the same length of time, 
for Cobb pitched as he played, with 
a nervous speed. 

Cobb’s Pride Hurt. 

He managed to develop what play- 
ers described as a “dinky hook,” 
meaning an amateurish curve-bafl de- 
livery. 
real fast ball, and what 
of faulty delivery. 

Players who looked over Cobb's 
pitching Were never impressed hy it 
and this hurt Cobb's pride. The re- 
sult was that he tried all the harder. 

We remember one brilliant spring 
day in San Antonio, Texas. It was 
in the spring of 1909 and the Detroit 
team was training there. Cobb had 
recruited a catcher and was having 
his morning workout, pitching. 

The late Herman Schaefer, then a 
veteran and wise in the way of base- 
ball, walked over fo Cobb and said 
to him: ae 

“Listen! Take a piece of advice 
from me and cut out thix monkey 
business, Forget that you are a 
pitcher. You ain't. You can never 
be one. You've been pitching for four 
years that I know of an’ you ain't 
got no more stuff than a high-school 
boy. ‘There’s a lot of good pitchers 
and there's a couple of thousand 
that’s better than you'll ever be, but 
there ain’t a lot of outfielders with 
good throwin’ arms, and my «afvice 
to you is—quit tryin’ to be a pitcher 
‘an’ save your arm for the outfield.” 

Didn’t Take Advice. 

Cobb did not take the advice. In- 
stead he tried harder to prove that 
Schaefer and the others were wrong. 
Ile never proved them otherwise than 
gizht, but while he continued pitching, 
Cobb wore out his arm. It gradually 
weakened and baserunners, quick to 
observe the weakness, took advantage 
of it. 

As a fielder Cobb never compared 
with Tris Speaker, Harry Hooper and 
a number of others in his league. His 
weak arm was his greatest handicap, 
but he had another fault in fielding 
and that was failure to play position 
for batters. 

Cobb, during tne daye when he was 
climbing to the peak and after he held 
the heights, rarely ever changed his 
position in the outfield. He stood 
rooted to nearly, the same spot in each 
game, playing a “dead” center ‘posi- 
tion. Other outfielders moved accord- 
ing to the batter and the ecatcher's 
signal to the pitcher. An outfielder's 
position should depend upon the posi- 
tien of the batter, right or left-hand- 
ed, and upon the pitcher's delivery.

Persistent improvement has been the rule with the strong power and 
light companes during recent years, but publication today of the consoli- 
dated balance sheet of the North American company, the country’s largest 
utility holding company, reveals some surprising things. At least in the 
case of North American, which reports its condition as of September 30, 
1924, business grew rapidly during the past year. Depression in some 
lines of industry did not prevent the company from closing the period 
in better shape than ever, and apparently with no slacking even in the 
pace of improvement. 

Usually we have only earning figures to go by until reports for a 
calendar year are compiled. A consolidated balance sheet, such as North 
American now gives, completes the picture. Earning figures alone never 


tell the full story. 
What Is Gained in Assets. 

The first thing that strikes the eye on the consolidated balance sheet | 
of the North American company and subsidiary*companies is the increase 
in the property and plant account. North America during the last three 
months of 1923 and the first nine of 1924 increased its investment in 
revenue-producing properties by $32,312,960. This Substantial gain 
brings the property and plant account up to a new high in the company’s 
history, or to $274,333,512. 

Investments in securities of other companies increased $8,481,731. 
Cash on deposit with the trustees increased $1,520,731. Important 
changes were made in current and working assets. Although loans 
were reduced from $7,783,674 to $194,613, a nice thing in itself, cash 
and United States government securities were increased from $5,624,959 
to $9,960,159. By reducing its current and accrued liabilities and build- 
ing up current assets, the company closed the twelve-month period wtih 
$18,723,391 more in net working capital. 

These figures represent gains in assets; they mean that North Amer- 
ican during the year added $61,038,749 to its assets,

“I had to shoot him,” she told 
reporters Monday night. “He at- 
tacked and cursed me.

“Sunday night he came to my 
apartment accompanied by Edwin 
Salley.

Corsino’s story of the shooting dif- 
fered entirely from that of Mrs. 
Humphries. He declared that Edwin 
Salley had come to his delicatessen 
shop early Sunday night and asked 
him to accompany him to Mrs.

“I consented,” Corsino said, “and 
we went to the house. Just after 
we entered, Salley said to the woman: 
‘I think I'll kill him now.’ Then 
Salley pulled out a pistol. Mrs. 
Humphries then said: ‘no, let me do 
it,” and after a scuffle she succeeded 
in getting the pistol. She shot me, 
but I don’t know why. 

“I had been going with her for 
several months, but I can’t understand 
why she would want to kill me.

Salley, who is held at police station 
under a blanket charge of suspicion, 
told police that Corsino forced him at 
the point of a pistol to accompany 
him to Mrs. Humphries apartment 
Sunday night. Mrs. Humphries was 
not in the house at the time, he said, 
but when she did arrive Corsino 
slammed the door and bolted it, at 
the same time pushing him into an- 
other room. Salley said he heard the 
man and woman scuffling for a few 
moments and then the two shots rang 
out,
